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General Comment: Room dimensions alone will not determine the space available for furniture. 
When doors and windows are properly located, a small room will often accommodate as much

Here you will find charming livable homes for every purse and 


purpose. Plan No. 26 may be started with a single bedroom unit, and later expanded by several stages to

In this book the author has made every effort 
to select plans that will give you the greatest 
possible value for the least possible expense, and 
yet maintain the pleasing sense of proportion for 
which his homes are noted. In home planning there 
is no short cut to perfection. Good plans come 
only from patient, deliberate thinking, and at the 
expense of much time and study. 

As this book goes to press it is generally 
recognized that there is a greater need for new 
homes than at any other time in American History. 
This can mean but one thing. If you are planning 
to build a home, it is time now to secure plans and 
specifications that are consistent with your needs 
and income. It is only through this medium that you 
will be able to secure financing and estimates of 
your building costs. 

This book is not offered as a substitute for the 
personalized services of an architect, whom you 
may employ to design your home around your 
period furniture or your grandfather's clock. On 
the other hand, it will make available to many, a 
variety of plans and specifications which are care- 
fully thought out, and expertly drawn at a time 


when more personalized service is at a premium. 


Like all stock plans these are to be used in con- 
nection with your local Housing Authority, property 
and deed restrictions. 

Many of these plans include space for electric 
mangles, deep freeze units, central heating plants, 
and other modern features. Since they are pre- 
pared in Arizona where extreme temperatures 
are encountered, more than usual attention has 
been given to efficient planning for complete 
heating and cooling systems. In other words, ducts 
for heating, aircooling, and return air, and space 
for forced air furnaces, evaporative coolers, and 
in more elaborate plans, provision for mechanical 
refrigeration, have all been taken into consider- 
ation. Cooling equipment may be installed or 
omitted as your particular climate requires, but it 
is mentioned here because failure to consider it in 
the original plan might make its installation ex- 


pensive, difficult, and less efficient. 


Many will find this book helpful in obtaining 
plans that will fit both their tastes and their budgets. 
‘Information concerning the cost of plans and 
specifications will be found on the last page of 


the book. 
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F YOU NEED A THREE-BEDROOM HOME, AND IT SEEMS BEYOND _ 

your means, look at this plan again. Here is a home with simple but attractive lines that can be built as 


economically as any plan with similar area and appointments. Hall space is reduced to a minimum, — 
Closets are large. The heating unit is located near the center of the house, for maximum efficiency, and a 
economical installation.

and all rooms will seem larger after the plastering has been completed.

Iti isi 
not wise to choose a lot in a neighborhood that has passed its prime. 
When purchasing, especially in new additions, be sure to check the avail- 
ability of water, sewer, gas and electricity.

SELECTING YOUR COLORS 


The colors you select can add a great deal of charm and personality to 
your home. Wall paper or cheerful paint colors should be used in the back 
of all niches, recessed book shelves, and in built-in china cupboards. 
Monotones and pastel shades will always hold a key position in home 
decorating, but there is an increasing tendency today to use bold color 
combinations in both furnishings and wall finishes. It is no longer considered — 
reckless to paint your shingle roof a warm pink, brilliant yellow, apple 
green or aqua blue. In fact, it is from the unrestricted use of well chosen 
colors that many resort towns, such as Palm Springs, California, acquire 
much of their popular appeal. The better paint stores have ingenious devices 
that will help those who are interested, to select bright colors that har- 
monize with each other. Since tile and floor coverings come in established 
shades and patterns, a good way to select your bathroom and kitchen 
colors is to pick the tile first. Take the tile samples to the store with you when 
you select your floor coverings. Paint colors can be mixed that will har- 
monize with both. To avoid disappointment and gaudy colors, remember 
that a large area of painted wall will look much darker than a small sample 
or swatch on a color card. When in doubt, always choose the lighter shade, 
as shadows often play tricks with color. On one occasion, an owner com- | 
plained that her tile contractor had substituted a darker shade of tile in 
the end of the bath farthest from the window. When a loose piece of the 
same tile was held against the finished work it matched exactly in all 


parts of the room.

CONCRETE FLOORS AS USED IN ARIZONA 

General Comment: Most new homes built in Arizona in the last ten years have had concrete _ 
floors. Their advantages are beginning to be recognized in other localities. s bees 
Contrary to your first impression, concrete floors have proved to be warmer Ve 
in winter, and cooler in summer, than floors which are built above the 
ground. This is due to the fact that since no air circulates under the house, a 
the floors retain an even temperature from day to day. You can expect bi | 
from 15% to 20% saving in your winter fuel bill. Cement floors may be " 
colored or acid stained, and when properly sealed, waxed and polished | 
have a nice appearance, although they are not as attractive as well 
finished hardwood. When laid over concrete, linoleum wears much longer " | 
than over wood. Concrete floors do not squeak or vibrate, nor do they mt 
become infested with termites. They are also less expensive to build on 


and maintain.

In studying this versatile plan you may see other arrangements which are not illustrated. For 
example, in plan No. 26-6 the wall between living room and bedroom No. 4 could be removed, leaving | 


three bedrooms and a larger living room. 


Note: The area of porches, garage and car porte is not included in the areas quoted in the following 


plans. (Furniture cutouts are not to scale for these plans.) 


Plan No. 26-1] 

This key unit is embodied in all nine plans. Although the first unit has but one bedroom, space fora 
roll-away bed has been provided in a hall closet. In some climates the fireplace will provide sufficient 
heat, and the forced air furnace need not be installed until later expansion requires it. One laundry tub, 


or Bendix type washing machine, can be installed in the kitchen, and garden tool storage is available in 


an outside closet off of the back porch. 


Plan No. 26-2 


A large bedroom and car porte has been added to the original plan. Either could be a separate 
project. 


Plan No. 26-3 


A den or workroom has been added behind the dining room. 


Plan No. 26-4 


This unit provides maid’s quarters and bath, larger laundry facilities, hobby shop and garage. 


The back porch is also shown to be enlarged and screened. 


Plan No. 26-5 


Here we have provided another bathroom, and two large closets. The den in unit 4 becomes bed- 
room No. 3. The balance of the screened porch can remain as it is, or can be closed in for a new den or a 
fourth bedroom. In this unit it is shown as a den, but in Plan 26-6 it is shown as it might be arranged for 


a fourth bedroom. Bedroom No. 2 still has plenty of room for twin beds. 


Plan No. 26-6 


This addition provides a rumpus room, a covered porch, and a terrace. 


It is apparent that the additions suggested here do not have to be built in the order named. It is 


not necessary to reroute the plumbing or remove any of the original walls or roof. 


See plans No. 26-7, No. 26-8 and No. 26-9 for other variations. 
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Plan No. 26-7 


This plan provides three bedrooms, a two car garage, and maid's quarters. The car porte has been 
eliminated, making the plan somewhat narrower, and the garage doors face the street. The doors at 
each end of the large screened porch permit access from the garage and maid’s quarters to all bed- 
rooms and bath without passing through the living room and dining room. As in the previous plans, the 


rumpus room can be added if desired. 


Plan No. 26-8 


The outstanding feature of this arrangement is the row of plate glass windows in the living room 
and dining room, which face the back yard. This is among the newer trends in building, and is being 
featured in many magazines today. The plan includes two bedrooms, a car porte, and a two car garage. 


The maid's quarters have been eliminated. The rumpus room shown in unit No. 6 can also be added. 


Plan No. 26-9 


Because there is only a single car garage and no car porte, this plan is narrower than the other 
two and three bedroom plans. The garage is shown with firewalls and flat roof, making it suitable for 
outdoor sleeping or deck furniture. The furnace room has been omitted in this plan, and a dual faced 
wall furnace substituted. This unit is a little less expensive than the forced air type, but could not be 
recommended if additions to the plan are contemplated. A telephone and writing desk is shown in the 


hall below the furnace register. 
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A. ULTRA MODERN, ONE BEDROOM RESORT COTTAGE. THE 
exterior walls zigzag with the street, but the roof line is parallel to it. Windows above the living room 
bookcase and in the bedroom are located high in the wall so that furniture can be used beneath them. 
The square flat roof is supported on the extreme corners by pipe columns or ornamental iron, and forms 
triangular patches of shade. Ample space is provided for all the latest appliances, as well as room for 
trunk storage or mechanical refrigeration. If built facing a lake or the ocean, the outside bedroom 


door could be moved to the front for a better view.

RANGE AND REFRIGERATOR 


General Comment: Since both are insulated, there is no particular disadvantage in placing 


the stove and refrigerator side by side.
